Richards is 
nght from a certain standpoint. But 
Frof. Henry P ratt Fairchild, of Yale 
University, goes back of that point 
ta bn article ta the April

Science Monthly. 
Too many people live ta cities, he 
says, and be Marts 
with

census to show the gradual growth 
cf urban population. In 1790 there 
were only six cities with over 8,000 
population each, 
containing

States. In 1840

Baltimore, Md., May 20.—Pastor 
Russell of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
preached here twice 
to large and 
attentive audiences. 
We report one 
of his 
discourses 
from 
the 
text, 
“When He ascended up on high He 
led a multitude of captives.”— Ep­ 
hesians 4:8-10. 
In this week occurs the anniversary 
of Jesus ascension. In one sense of 
the word our Lord ascended (that is, 
from human nature and the tomb, to 
the divine nature, and immortality) 
at the time of His resurrection from 
the dead. 
He tarried, however, for 
fo r ty d a y s, with 
the 
Apostles 
for 
their establishment and instruction— 
He on the spirit plane, invisible to 
them, except when 
he 
manifested 
Himself by appearing 
miraculously 
in various forms to convince them 
that He was no longer deceased, and 
also that He was no longer confined 
to human conditions—that His resur­ 
rection had made Him again a spirit 
being on the higher plane, where He 


w a s before He took human nature 
for the suffering of death, for the re­ 
demption of humanity. 
Not alone by His words, but also 
by His conduct, our Lord1 taught His 
followers. They had not as yet been 
begotten of the Holy Spirit, and hence 
could not understand or appreciate 
spiritual things. 
They could there­ 
fore receive instruction only along 
natural lines. Jesus w^u3 raised from 
the dead a spirit being, far above an­ 
gels, principalities and powers. Had 
He then gone directly to the Father 
without manifesting Himself to His 
disciples, they would never have been 
able to understand the truth of the 
matter. 
» 
Hence their lessons 
were given 
hem largely in pantomime, corrobor­ 
ated by the Master’s words, explain- 
ng that it was necessary that Mes­ 
siah should die in order that He 
might redeem the world, and that it 
was also necessary that He ascend 
up on high and re-enter upon the 
spiritual plane of existence, which He 
had before He came into the world—1 
in order that from that higher plane 
of being He might be the more cap­ 
able of filling' the great 
Office of 
Prophet, Priest, Mediator and King 
of Hie world. 
Flesh and Blood Cannot Inherit the 
Kingdom of God/* 
Not only, therefore, did Jesus mani­ 
fest Himself during the forty days, 
some seven times, for a few moments 
each time. In various forms, but final­ 
ly, at the conclusion of the forty 
days, He ascended in full view of 
His disciples. This was one way of 
telling them of His ascension, that 
He had gone to the Father, that they 
need not expect to see Him again as 
formerly. 
We are not, however to suppose 
for a moment that Jesus ascended a 
fleshly or human being; we remem­ 
ber, on the contrary, that “flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God.” and that “He was put to death 
in the flesh but Quickened in 
the 
spirit,” and that thenceforth, as the 
Apostles declared, “The Lord is that 
Spirit” (II Corinthians iii, 17). 
Seen by Saul of Tarsus. 
The Apostles were to bear witness 


Lo the resurrection of Jesus; but Jud­ 
as having lost his place, and it hav­ 
ing been given to St. Paul, it was 
proper that the latter, as well as the 
rest of the Apostles, should be able 
to bear witness to Jesus’ resurrection. 
Recounting those who had seen the 
Lord after His resurrection, in some 
of the 
various 
manifestations, 
St. 
Paul says, “Last of all He was seep 
of me also, as one horn before the 
time.” 
Jesus appeared to St. Paul in the 
glorious brightness of His Spirit Be­ 
ing, “shining above the brightness of 
the sun at nooudoy.” The sight caus­ 
ed injury to the eyes of the beholder. 
Such a 
manifestation 
would 
have 
been inappropriate and unsatisfactory 
had the Redeemer so appeared to the 
eleven during the forty days. 
How 
could they have identified the glor­ 
ious Personage, who shone above the 
brightness of the sub at noonday, as 
the Lord 
Jesus, 
whom - they 
had 
known for ..years. 
How could they 
have been enabled to fully identify 
Him, in His many different appear­ 
ances, with his,, former 
self their 
Friend, their Teacher?. 
Bot to Baul 
of Tarsus, the revealing in fiery light, 
above the noonday glare, was very ap­ 
propriate. 
It convinced him, 
in 
manner that no human appearance in 
the flesh could have equalled, that 
Jesus was no longer a man and that 
He was no impostor. Bt Paul’# con­ 
version 
was 
instantaneous. 
“Wboj 


art thou Lord?” he asked. 
“I 
am 
Jesus Whom thou persecutes!”—still 
represented in My followers, 
of 
whom St. Stephen was one, whom 
you murdered, and others of whom 
you have been hailing lo prison. 
It should not cause us to marvel 
that Jesus ascended as He declared, 
“up where He was before” (John vi, 
€2). 
It should not sunrise us that 
the Heavenly Father gave Him back 
all the glory which He had before 
He came into the world—with added 
glory. It should not suprise us there­ 
fore, that the Apostle declares that 
He ascended, in dignity and station, 
far above angels, principalities and 
powers, and every name that is nam­ 
ed! 
(Ephesians i, 21.) 
On the contrary, it would be both 
equitable and God-like that the great 
Jehovah should highly honor His 
faithful, Only Begotten Son, the First 
and the Last, the Beginning and the 
Ending of the creation of God (Rev­ 
elation xxii, 13). Could we for one 
moment suppose that our great Crea­ 
tor would allow His faithful Son, or 
‘any servant, to lay down life in Di­ 
vine service, and to suffer loss as a 
consequence of His obedience? Is It 
not more rational to believe, a3 the 
Scriptures declare, “Him hath God 
highly exalted” (Philippians ii, 3). 
The Ascended One Descended. 
Pastor Russell called attention to 
the Apostle’s phraseology in the con­ 
text—that the Ascended One had pre-

as cause and effect. T|ie que who as­ 
cended up on high cqqipi©t©ly filial 
the highest position in the great, Di­ 
vine Government of the Universe—as 
Head of principalities and powers, 
angels and men—next to the Father. 
Yet, the Apostle warns us that we 
must not identify the glorified One 
with the One who, in obedience to th® 
Father’s will, humbled 
Himself 
to 
come dowp from the heavenly nature 
and glory to the earthly station 
whqre He, as a man, bubbled Himself 
unto death, even unto the ignominious 
death of the cross. 
The Apostle calls our attention to 
these two extremes—the extreme of 
humiliation and the extreme of exal­ 
tation, both accomplished in the Son 
of God, the Logos, the Christ. 
If some of us at one time misunder­ 
stood the Scriptures and supposed 
that our Lord Jesus ascended to hea­ 
ven in a physical condition, as a nfan, 
we entirely misunderstood the Scrip­ 
tures—He who was rich, as the Logos 
in glory, preserved His identity when 
He was made poor for our sins, made 
flesh, that He might he our Redeemer. 
Similarly, that Redeemer preserves 
Hi3 identity row that He has been 
made rich again—now that He baa 
been received up to the Spirit plane 
of glory, honor and Immortality, the 
divine nature. 
To suppose that Jesus went to hea­ 
ven as a man is to mistake the signi­ 
ficance of His title, the..Son of Man, 
which He maintains, as identifying 
Him with His great redemptive work 
—as one of His i©any titles. To sup­ 
pose that Jesus is a human being in 
heaven would 
to suppose that He 
is still as when in the flesh, “a little 
lower than the angels,” whereas tbs 
Scriptures declare that He has as­ 
cended far higher, so that all the 
angels of God,( as well as men, arf 
commanded to worship Him. To sfijh 
pose Jesus in heaven a human being 
would be to suppose Him out of all 
harmony with heavenly, spiritual con­ 
ditions and surrundingB. 
Moreover, are we not $old that the 
Church of Christ will be changed from 
the human to the spirit condition in 
the resurrection, and that this change 
will make the “elect of God” like their 
Redeemer, so that they may see Him 
as He is, not as He was—that they 
may see Him in glory, honor and im 
mortality, exaltation, and not as the 
humiliated One, who was made flesh 
that He might sacrifice His flesh on 
man’s behalf? When we so thought 
we forgot the Scriptural declaration 
that “flesh and blood cannot Inherit 
the kingdom of God,” hence that all 
those called to be partakers of tbs 
divine nature and heavenly kingdom 
with their Redeemer and Lord must 
be made like Him by the power of 
the First Resurrection.

they deny the second coming of Mes­ 
siah to establish the kingdom so long 
promised. 
The proper thought is that Jesus,

that will surpass 1910, especially in 
apples and cherries. 
At 
the begin­ 
ning of the year we had some below 
aero weather and 
the tenderer va­ 
rieties of peaches, like the Elbertas, 
were damaged. 
The severe weather 
froze the heart of the bud, forming 
an icicle right in the bud. 
•‘But the ^prospects 
for 
an apple 
crop are good. 
Last 
year Kansas 
had a ’spotted* crop. In some locali­ 
ties there were hardly 
any apples, 
while in others the yield was good. 
No trouble has been reported yet in 
orchards 
ontaide of can­ 
ker worms In a very few localities. 
•Bd I think -that 
spraying 
would 
hf|ve eradicated them. 
"Growers in 
several 
places are 
complaining that 
the 
recent 
dry 
weather has 
affected strawberries. 
Drouth will 
shorten 
a strawberry 
crop very rapidly. But the rains that

doty will help the berries.”
